Echeconnee Association 


The Eighty-fifth Annual Session of the Echeconnee Association 
Was Held With the Church at Mt. Carmel, Crawford County, 
Georgia, Sepiember 23, 24, 25, 1913. 


FIRST DAY—TUESDAY 


1. The introductory sermon was delivered by Elder M. L.

Mt. Paron Church, Crawford County, commencing on Tuesday 
acter the third Sunday in September, 1914, and continue three days. 

6. The clerk was ordered to have 1250 copies of these min- 
utes printed and to distribute them in the usual manner. 

7. Called for, read, and adopted the corresponding letter. 

8. The minutes were adopted; and after prayer by Elder John 
F. Allman, the Association adjourned.

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DECORUM 

1. The association shall be composed of members chosen by the 
churches in our union and duly sent to represent them in the associa- 
tion, who shall be members whom they judge best qualified for that 
purpose, producing letters from their churches certifying their ap- 
pointment, shall be entitled to seats. 

2. In the letters from the churches shall be expressed their mem- 
bers in full fellowship, those baptized, received by letter, on confes- 
oo. of faith, dismissed, excommunicated and died since last associa- 
ion. 

3. The members thus chosen and convened shall be denominated 
the Echeconnee Association, providing for themselves a moderator 
and clerk, who shall serve them during the session; using the pastor 
of the church where they assemble or choosing one from the body, 
as they please. 

4. As one of the cardinal tenets of faith of the Primitive Bap- 
tists is that the Old and New Testaments are our only rule of faith 
and practice, and as the Bible recognizes no other religious disci- 
plinary power but the church, where God, in His wisdom, mercy, and 
in honor to His Son, placed it. 

5. If new churches desire to be admitted into this union, they 
may petition by letter and delegates, and if found orthodox and or- 
derly, shall be received by the association and manifested by the 
moderator giving the delegates the right hand of fellowship. 

6. The names of the members of the association shall be enrolled 
by the clerk, and called over as often as the association may require. 

7. It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep a true record of the 
proceedings of the association. 

8. The minutes of the association shall be read and signed by the 
the moderator and clerk before the association adjourns. 

9. Amendments to this form of government may be made at any 
time by a majority of the union, when they deem it necessary. 

10. To correspond with sister associations of the same faith and 
order. 

11. The association shall have power to adjourn themselves to 
any future time or place they may think most convenient to the 
churches in the union. 

12. It is also agreed that nothing shall be so construed in the 
above as to interfere with the fellowship and communion of the 
churches or brethren of this union, or with those with whom we may 
correspond, directly or indirectly; and nothing shall be presented to 
this body, as a query, or question bearing on the same, but shall be 
considered by the churches, as we believe is directed by the Holy 
Scriptures. ‘
